HAD BEEN NAMED

as Slayer of Officer in 
Gang Raid Last Fall on 
Jail.

LIMA, O., March 10.—Harry Pier- 
pont today took the stand in his 
own defense for the first degree 
murder of Sheriff Jess L. Sarber. 
This surprise move by the defense 
came after questioning of the jury 
by defense counsel had indicated he 
might not testify for himself. 
The, bank robber and gunman 
took his seat where yesterday a 
former pal, Edward Shouse, had 
declared that Pierpont was “the 
guy” who killed the Sheriff on the 


night of last Oct. 12 in the raid on 
the jail which liberated John Dil- 
linger, notorious outlaw. 

One of the first questions asked 
him was: 

“Now, Harry, I'll ask you to turn 
to the jury and say whether you 
are guilty of killing Jess Sarber.” 

“I certainly am not,” Pierpont 
said. 

“Were you perfectly willing to 
come to Lima to answer this 

e?”" 

“I was.” 

Pierpont spoke bitterly of his 
treatment at the jail here and 
charged that when he asked the 
jailers to send for his counsel, sev- 
eral times the request was refused. 
“When was the first time you saw 
‘John Dillinger after he was liber- 
ated from the Lima jail?” “The 
night before Halloween in East 
Chicago.” 

Before Miss Jessie Levy, defense 
attorney, handed Pierpont a re- 
volver stolen from the slain Sheriff, 
Prosecutor Ernest M. Botkin 
jumped up and insisted on examin- 
ing the pistol to see that it was not 
loaded. ; 

Pierpont, who spoke sharply to 
Botkin under cross examination, 
said he had bought three new auto- 
mobiles after his escape from the 
Indiana State prison. 

He he got $21,000 in the 
bank robbery for which he served 
a term, adding that he hid it and 
used it after his escape. 

“Where did you keep the money?” 
“That would be telling.” 

“I insist on an answer.” “Well, I 
don’t remember. How do you like 
that?” 

Pierpont told Botkin that if a 
man even thinks of escaping in In- 
diana, he is put in “the hole.” 

“John Dillinger was a_ pretty 
keen-minded man, wasn’t he?” Bot- 
kin asked. “Now, I'll say he ‘prob- 
ably was.’” 

Denies Bank Shooting. 

“You were the one who shot the 
teller in a Racine, Wis., bank, 
weren't you?” “I ‘xnow nothing 
about any bank robberies.”

A second warrant charged that 
Corea, Lindsay and Willimon “did 
unlawfully aid and abet one Hugh 
White in the embezzling and ab- 
stracting and wilfully’ misapplying 
the monies of the South’ Carolina 
National Bank of Greenville, S. C., 
in the sum of $50,000.” 

Bond for each of the four was 
set at $25,000 each. 

Corea, Lindsay and Willimon de- 
nied the holdup. Officials said 
White made a statement in the case 
but they did not make it public. 

The package of money was taken 
Thursday morning. White was act- 
ing as a guard for Clinton Foster, 
Negro bank messenger, when two 
men in an automobile forced the 
bank automobile to the curb at a 
street corner, took the currency 
and fled.

Two Men Meet Death at Cheyenne, Wyo., in 


Last Crash in 24 
Fatalities

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CHEYENNE, Wyo., March 10.— 
Two more army air mail flyers 


were killed last night when their 
plane crashed and was destroyed 


by fire near the Cheyenne airport. 
The victims were Lieut. Arthur R. 


Kerwin Jr. of March Field, Cal., 
and Lieut. Frank L. Howard of 
Barksdale Field, Shreveport, La. 

The crash was the third during 
the day of army planes in the mai) 
service. Private Ernest B. Sell was 
killed at Daytona Beach, Fia., short- 
ly after he had taken off for 
Miami. Lieut. Otto Wienecke, fly- 
ing from Newark to Cleveland, was 
killed in a snow storm near Bur- 
ton, O. The mail in both ships 
was salvaged. 

Ten army flyers hAve been killed 
since the FPostoffice Department 
eanceled private mail-carrying con- 
tracts on charges of collusion and 
the army was directed to take the 


job. 
Start of Practice Flight. 

The plane which crashed here 

last night carried no mail, the 
flight being a practice one. The 
takeoff from the field was per- 
fect. Once in the air, Lieut. How- 
ard, who was at the controls, cir- 
cled the plane above the city and 
then pointed the ship west for Salt 
Lake City. 
@Witnesses say motor trouble ap- 
parently developed, for several said 
they noticed that the engine was 
sputtering badly. 

As the plane reached a position 
over the outskirts of the city it 
fell suddenly, nose first, into the 
ground. Fire broke out and the 
plane was quickly consumed. 

The two army men, who had been 
assigned to the army’s air mail 
service between Cheyenne and Salt 
Lake City, arrived here only a few 


days ago. |

the plane touched a power line and, 
then turned a half loop.

Text of President’s Order. 

The text: 

My Dear Mr- Secretary: ' 

On February 9th, the Army Air 
Corps was given the temporary 
assignment of carrying the air 
mail and commenced the actual 
carrying on February 20th. 

This action was taken on the 
definite assurance given bing that 
the Army Air Corps cou 
the mail. 

Since that time ten Army fly- 
ers have lost their lives. I ap- 
preciate that only four of these 
were actually flying the mail, but 
the others were training or were 
proceeding to the mail route. I 
appreciate also that almost every, 
part of the country has been vis- 
ited during this period by fog, 
snow, and storms, and that seri- 
ous accidents, taking even more 
lives, have occurred at the same 
time in passenger and commer~ 
cial aviation. ;

“Our organization,” Farrell said, 
“has long adhered to the principle 
that there should be ‘reasonable 
protection for American industries 
subject to destructive competition 
from abroad and which are of 
benefit to any considerable section 
of the country.’ This, we think, 
should be the first consideration. 
Reciprocal tariff negotiations 
should be secondary to it.”

ROOSEVELT 10 UNIFY

To Consolidate Executive 
Branches Engaged in En- 
forcement of Tax Laws.

WASHINGTON, March 10. — 


President Roosevelt informed Con- 
gress today that he was issuing an 
executive order consolidating the 
executive agencies engaged in en- 
forcement of internal revenue laws. 
“The need for such a consolida- 
tion at this time,” he told Congress, 
“springs primarily from the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment. The 
tax and enforcement agencies of 
the Government should be reorgan- 
ized in harmony with the changes 
which have occurred in the laws 
relating to the manufacture, trans- 
portation, and sale of intoxicating 
liquors. The changes made by this 
order -wi.. permit a more efficient 
administration of the internal rev- 
enue laws as well as the laws car- 
rying out the protective features of 
the twenty-first amendment, 
“Because of the obvious desir- 
ability of accomplishing the pro- 
posed changes at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, I recommend that 
the order be given consideration by 
Congress with a view to the enact- 
ment of a joint resolution making 
its provisions immediately effec- 
tive.”

The Truckers’ Ice and Cold Stor- 
age Co. Ltd. Keener, La, was 
ordered to surrender its Bue Eagle 
for alleged violation of its code 
price provisions. 

The Mann Overall Co., El Paso, 
Tex., was charged with violation of 


{the minimum wage provisions of 


the cotton garment code by paying 
in some instances less than half 
the hourly minimum. 

The dry cleaners charged with 
price violations included: Majestic 
Cleaners, Wichita Falls, Tex.; Clean 
Well Dye Works, Seattle, Wash.;

First Result of Campaign. 

The NRA campaign for a cut in 
hours without a wage cut for all 
industries that can stand it 
brought in yesterday the announce- 
ment by the code authority of the 
refractories industry that it had 
agreed unanimously to reduce 
working hours from 40 to 36 with- 
out reducing pay.

L. H. Tompkins, personnel adviser 
to Gen. Johnson, has left to resume 
his office as executive vice-presi- 
dent of United States Rubber Co.

DEATHS LEAD TO 
DEBATE IN SENATE

Charges of “legalized murder” 
and “useless sacrifice of life” were 
shouted in the Senate yesterday by 
Fess of Ohio, Republican whip. 
Democrats asserted he spoke for 
“political purposés.” 

In the ranks of both parties, 
however, there were expressions of 
regret over the crashes. 

An emergency airmail bill, de 
signed to facilitate army transpor- 
tation of the mails, was on the Sen- 
ate calendar, but leaders doubted 
whether it would be reached. 
They pointed out that first consid- 
eration had to be given to a bill 
to aid cattlemen, and that a debate 
limiting rule had been agreed on 
beforehand. 

In the House the subject of re- 
stricting cotton production was set 
for debate, It was in that chamber 
yesterday that a quick adjourn- 
ment was taken just-as Represen- 
tative Edith Nourse Rogers (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, sought opportunity 
to speak. 

“Another Army flyer has just 
been killed,” she called toward the 
rostrum as she arose. 

She sought immediate considera- 
tion of a resolution that would have 
recorded the House against Army 
air mail transportation. Speaker 
Rainey refused to recognize her. 

Debate in the Senate. 

A few minutes later the contro- 
versy broke on the Senate floor. 
Senator Fess leveled charges of “in- 
human, unAmerican and inde 
fensible conduct” at the adminis- 
tration. 

Lewis (Dem.), Illinois, broke in 
to ask why Fess waited until “after 
the accidents happened” to bring 
his charges. He asserted that the 
Republican declarations were made 
in a “loathsome public manner for 
political purposes and a parade of 
theatricals.” 

Chairman Black of the Airmail 
Investigating Committee, whose in- 
vestigations resulted in the con- 
tract annulments, entered the de- 
bate to charge Fess with “clutter-

“I’ve had to allow my own name 
to be dragged into this investiga- 
tion,” he said, “and any man who's 
got one iota of self-respect will re- 
sent anything of that kind.” 

Tracing his son’s history from 
the time he became parliamentar- 
ian of the House of Representa- 
tives in 1918 until his resignation 
in 1929 to practice law in Toledo, 
Fess denied there ever had been 
anything improper in his represen- 
tation of aviation companies. 

The firm of which Lehr Fess be- 
came a member, the father said, 
was retained by an aviation com- 
pany and young Fess made “only 
two or three trips over there dur- 
ing legislation on air matters and 
some other matters.” 

Fess read a letter from his son 
vigorously denying he had had 


‘anything to do with the 1930 con- 


ference of aviation operators, and 
said the only conference he attend- 
ed was in February, 1931, which 
“was called for the purpose of re- 
ducing rates.” 

Hamilton Fish’s Statement. 

Representative Hamilton Fish 
Jr. (Rep,), of New York issued a 
statement calling air mail flying 
by the Army Air Corps leg- 
alized murder” and blaming the ad- 
ministration for the mishaps to the 
flyers.

_ ment that 32 degrees below zero Fahren- 
heit is twice as cold as zero is in my 
opinion in error, and in proof thereof I 
. Offer the fottowmeg: 

Cold in itself is non-existent. It is a 
term used to express lack of heat and 
hence measurable only in terms of heat. 
Heat is kinetic energy. It is expressed 
in terms of temperature, the condition 


of a body of matter which determines the} 


transfer of heat to or from other bodies 
of matter. It is measured quantitatively 
in calories. A calory is the amount of 
heat required to raise one gram of wa- 
‘ter through one degree centigrade. This 
quantity varies with the temperature and 
at 20 degrees centigrade is (4.18x10 to the 
7th power) ergs. 

The unit uf temperature is the centi- 
‘grade degree, which is 1-100 of the dif- 
ference in temperature between boiling 
water and melting ice, at a pressure of 
760 millimeters of mercury. The Fahren- 
heit degree is 1-180 of this difference. 

Absolute zero is that temperature at 
which a gas would show no pressure, 
hence a total loss of kinetic energy. This. 
is generally conceded by those in author- 
ity to be 273 degrees centigrade or 459.4 
degrees Fahrenheit below their respec- 
tive zeros. 

In the final analysis, an expression of 
the temperature of a given body is a 
quantitative expression of the kinetic en- 
ergy of the molecules composing an arbi- 
trary unit of that body when that body 
as a unit is at rest. 

_The above facts and calculations, based 
on absolute zero, hold for all determina- 
tions of volumetric and pressure changes 
due to temperature changes, hence must 
be equally applicable to Mr. Ripley’s prob- 
lem. 

Applying these to Mr. Ripley’s problem, 
we cannot help but find that 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero is not twice as 
cold as zero degrees Fahrenheit, but that 
213.7 degrees Fahrenheit below zero 
(-136.5 C.) indicates kinetic energy of 
one-half of that at zero or, in the words 


of Mr. Ripley, “twice as cold as zero.”

Smokeless Burning of Soft Coal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

R. AND MRS. AVERAGE TAXPAY- 

ER are prone to place the blame for 
our smoky atmosphere upon the indus- 
trial power plants and their operators. 
While some industrial power plants are 
chronic offenders, the great majority of 
them are operated with a minimum of 
smoke. This is particularly true where 
the industrial power plant is operated by 
competent, licensed engineers, many of 
whom have given years of study to the 
efficient and smokeless combustion of our 
common fuel—soft coal. Soft coal burned 
in a properly designed furnace, with suf- 
ficient combustion space, and a properly 
regulated air supply, can be burned 
smokelessly and efficiently. Most of our 
chronic smoke law offenders are those 
power and heating plants being operated 
by men who know nothing of the science 
of combustion and who, not being li- 
censed, are beyond the reach of the law. 

There is no getting away from the fact 

that because of the nearness of the soft 
coal fields to St. Louis, and its compara- 
tively low cost, soft coal is going to be 
the common fuel for both industrial and 
, domestic use in St. Louis for many years, 
despite the agitation for the use of oil, 
gas and coke. The writer is not now and 
has never been connected with the coal 
industry.

An item of $900,000 in 
the present bond issue will complete the interior of 
the arena portion of the auditorium. . 

Similarly, not enough money was left from 1923 
bond issue appropriations to beautify Memorial and 
Aloe plazas and to build a soldiers’ memorial on the 
former, as contemplated. So today we have two open. 
spaces in the heart of the city, lacking the treatment 
to give them distinction. For finishing Memorial 
Plaza and constructing the soldiers’ memorial, the 
new bond issue sets aside $1,900,000. For Aloe Plaza, 
$100,000 is to be used for construction of walks and 


balustrades and for other ornamental pyrposes. 


We believe there will be little adverse discussion 
of the bond issue’s grade crossing item of $1,000,000. 
It will be used to separate grades at Gravois and the 
Missouri Pacific, Sarah street and the Wabash, Birch- 
er street and the Missouri Pacific and Fyler avenue 
and the Missouri Pacific. In the city of the future, 
there will be no death-dealing grade crossings, and 
we believe St. Louis will welcome the oppcrtunity fo 
get rid of these four dangerous intersections. 

Other aims of the bond issue are to build two new 
community centers for Negroes at a cost of $400,000, 
to provide recreational facilities badly needed by 
Negro children, an excellent investment in good cit- 
izenship; sewer construction, $1,500,000, whose need, 
we believe, is beyond debate; new police stations, 
$700,000, to replace structures built many years ago 
and now outmoded; a new National Guard armory, 
$1,000,000, to replace the old one at Grand and Mar- 
ket; and to set up a $1,000,000 revolving fund, to fa- 
cilitate the financing of public improvements. 

As Mayor Dickmann pointed out in his speech be- 
fore the St. Louis Mortgage Bankers’ Association, it 
is intended to retire the bond fPssue, not by additional 
taxes upon real estate, but through revenue from 
liquor license fees and taxes, from a levy of 5 per cent 
op the gross business of gas:companies, the same as 
is now levied on electric companies, and a levy on 
telegraph companies like that on telephone companies. 

No bond issue ever presented to St. Louis voters 
has had a greater appeal than this one, nor was ever 
one backed by more compelling arguments. 
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A PUBLIC LIBRARY FOR UNIVERSITY CITY. 

The movement now being launched for establish- 
ment of a public library in University City is unusual 
only in being necessary at such a belated date. This 
thriving suburb, sixth in population and first in per 
capita wealth among the cities of the State, is one 
of the largest municipalities in the country without 
a library. St. Louis Public Library facilities are avail- 
able to its residents, of course, but payment of a $2 fee 
has been required for about two years. Webster 
Groves, a smaller suburb similarly situated, opened 
a library of its own more than five years ago, after 
the voters had approved a special tax levy for its 
operation, in a building owned by the school district. 
PWA funds probably would be available for the Uni- 
versity City project, if the voters approve the small 
tax necessary for its operating expenses. A city of 
26,000 population, with the progressive outlook and 
high standards that University City boasts, cannot 
afford to be without a public library. 
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. THE JAILING OF AN EDITOR. 

Vance Armentrout, acting editor of the Courier- 
Journal, was sent to jail by the House Lobby In- 
vestigating Committee of the Kentucky Legislature 
for refusing to reveal the name of the author of a 
letter published in the Courier-Journal’s Point of 
View column. After an hour’s confinement, Mr. Ar- 
mentrout was released on a habeas corpus writ, on 
the ground that he had not been given a trial. 

The letter was a criticism of the Kentucky Legis 
lature and was signed “One Who Believes in Honest 
Government, A Member of the House of Representa- 
tives.” In refusing to give the author’s name, the 
Louisville editor said: 


I wish I could conscientiously give you the 
name. I simply cannot do it in justice to persons 
who write confidential letters to the paper. 


Newspapers receive many letters from persons who 
request their names be withheld from publication. 


This is because they fear reprisals of various kinds, 


because they wish to protect themselves from har- 
assment and other reasons. It is a strict rule of 
the Post-Dispatch that this confidence must be re- 
spected; otherwise, the effect would be to put a gag 
on the free expression of opinion. 


We commend Mr. Armentrout for his position. 


It is the only one an editor can honorably take. 
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MRS. ICKES HELPS OUT MR. 

There is no more striking instance of husband and 
wife teamwork in present-day public life than that 
afforded by Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes 
and Mrs. Anna Wilmarth Ickes in behalf of modern 
housing. It is well known that, as administrator of 
the PWA, Mr. Ickes has been a leading exponent of 
housing projects which will supplant slum structures 
with modern low-cost residential units. Something 
that is not so well known is that Mrs. Ickes, as State 
Representative from the Winnetka district, has been 
the tirelegs sponsor of the Illinois housing bills which 
will enable our neighbor State to co-operate with the 
PWA in its slum clearance program. 
Senate, 35 to 5, these bills are now before Gov. 
Horner for certain approval. In this connection, Ili- 
nois cannot have noted other than with regret that 
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Passed by the 


office workers who leave them there all day, to the 
prejudice of shoppers. At any rate, it is not easy to 
find parking space in downtown streets, with the re- 
sult, we think, that many persons do their shopping 
elsewhere. 

Perhaps the most interesting fact at the moment 
is that street widenings have largely nullified the 
arguments made some years ago against parking 
downtown. Traffic has found its level. A survey 
shows that, whereas it used to take street cars 
some 14 minutes to get from Twelfth street to 
Fourth street on such routes as Washington, Locust 
and Olive, they can now make the round trip in 
that time. That is, widened Market, Delmar, etc., 
have attracted traffic to those routes. 

It is claimed that restriction on downtown parking 
in Chicago has not been successful, though that city 
maintains a huge parking lot on the lake front, quick- 
ly accessible to the shopping district, where room for 
those who with to park is almost always available. 
What happens, it is said, is that shoppers with chauf- 
feurs instruct them to continue driving slowly around 
the block while they are in stores, thereby greatly 
impeding traffic. Some laxity, too, is permitted by 
Chicago traffic officers, and the presence of just one 
parked car in a block is sufficient to destroy the 
whole theory that non-parking has the effect of wid- 
ening a street. 

The ideal solution of this vexing question, we pre- 
sume, would be for the city to forbid parking and, 
at the same time, furnish convenient parking lots at 
various parts of the downtown district, but there is 


to do this. It will be recalled that one of the main 
arguments for river front improvement, as designed 
by the City Plan Commission, was that it provided 
for a large parking space for office workers, shop- 
pers and others. 

As to downtown traffic congestion, we believe the 
street car is the greatest contributing cause. St. 
Louis may well look forward to the day when this 
outmoded form of transportation, with its fixed 
tracks and unsightly wires, is taken off the streets 
and replaced with busses. There is no place for the 
cumbersome street car in a modern, fast-moving city. 
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NO BRIDGE IN YORKSHIRE. 

From Harrogate in rugged Yorkshire comes the 
news. The Chief Constable of the town has ruled 
that contract bridge is gaming (as, indeed, it is), that 
as such it is contrary to law, and that, therefore, 
the tournament which the British World Bridge Con- 
gress had planned to hold there will not be held 
there. If a deck is shuffled, or a bid muttered, or 
a finesse essayed, or a squeeze attempted, shuffler, 
bidder, finesser, squeezer will all be clapped in gaol. 

Much has come qut of Yorkshire since Caesar’s 
hardy sailors looked upon it and sighed, perhaps, for 
the smiling valleys of Italy. One might have to ether- 
ize his conscience to approve of all the killing it has 
witnessed, though many of the murders, now that 
the centuries have dissolved the shock, may really be 
regarded as altogether admirable affairs. A people 
bred in such traditions, obviously, are not easily 
stunned. They can take it. But they draw the line 
on contract bridge as a device of the adversary, the 
last refuge of moronic leisure, a lawless pastime and 
dumb. So says the Chief Constable of Harrogate. 

Hear! Hear! 
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DEFEAT OF THE GALLONAGE TAX. 

As was feared, the brewers won the day in the 
Board of Aldermen, when the gallonage tax, proposed 
by Mayor Dickmann and estimated to yield $250,000 
annually, was defeated. 
Republican members and three Democrats. President 
Neun, candidate for Mayor at the last election, who 
knows better, permitted himself to be. herded with 
his Republican brethren. We are sorry to see it. 

We commend this spectacle to the earnest gaze of 
the taxpayers who, if beer is not made to pay its 
way in St. Louis, will have to dig into their own 
pockets for an additional $250,000 in taxes.

A Statement of the Veterans’ Case 


Ex-soldiers need and want full payment of bonus now, a small sum compared with 
money handed out by RFC, veteran writes; calls 50 per cent loan plan unfair; 
admits some abuses, but denies all members of group are greedy; says ex-service 
men are watching President and Congress, and will vote according to their actions. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

am a firm believer in the fact that there 
[are always two sides to every story. That 

is the reason I am not going to stop buy- 
ing and reading your paper just because lI 
disagree with you on some of your edi- 
torials, especially those concerning the vet- 
erans. 

As an American citizen and one who has 
fought for America’ on foreign soil, I feel 
that the Constitution of the United States 
still gives me the right to express my hon- 
est and frank opinion, as well as editorial 
writers and leaders of the National Econ- 
omy League and other Wall Street “raiding 
gangs,” I do not believe that you will print 
this letter in your paper, but I will have the 
satisfaction of telling someone, even if it 
goes to the waste basket. : 

I fully agree with parts of your editorials 
on the pension racket. The average veteran 
realizes this law is highly abused, and in 
many cases it is as you say, just a plain 
old racket, but, on the other hand, why con- 
demn all veterans for the mistakes of a 
greedy few? 

The war veteran has been called every- 
thing from a Communist to a Treasury raid- 
er, but we are mighty glad to have the 
public know who have been the real Treas- 
ury raiders.

The average veteran and the public as well 
know that this debt should and could be 
paid, and there is only one big reason that 
the administration is opposed to payment 
now, and that is nothing more than poli- 
tics, It will no doubt be denied, but it is a 
fact just the same, and you know well 
enough that the above is not propaganda. 
It is hard to deny the truth and get away. 
with it always. . 


There are few war veterans who did not 
support Roosevelt last November, and they 
have continued to support his recovery pro- 
gram, but his attitude toward the cash pay- 
ment of these certificates and a few re 
marks he made at the Legion convention 
in Chicago have caused many to believe that 
the veteran still has an enemy in the White 
House. 

Most of the big daily papers that are op- 
poséd to veteran legislation have at times 
tried to convince the public that the veteran 
vote doesn’t amount to much, but the gen- 
eral public now knows better, and those 
who do not will know from now on. 

Here is another question which is no mys- 


tery: Why is the independent offices’ ap- 


propriation bill being held up in the House, 
that would restore $350,000,000 to veterans 
and Federal employes? If the President 
is so much opposed to the amendment by 
the Senate, why does he not exercise his 
veto power? Please answer that one. 


If you remember, Herbert Hoover was at 
one time popular, especially when he was 
advocating two-car garages and a chicken 
for every pot, but he eventually reached the 
point where he wanted Congress to do as 
he said or not at all, and what happened? 
He left the White House one of our most 
unpopular Presidents, and don’t forget that 
it is possible for the same thing to happen 
again. I certainly do not wish for this to 
happen, far from it. I truly hope it can 
be prevented. 

It is hardly possible that Congress will 
override the administration on the so-called 
bonus bill, but I assure you that the veteran 
in every state of the Union has a wide-open 
eye on Congress. When this bill comes up 
in the House March 12, we will know then 
who is for and against. Then in November 
comes the veteran’s day, and on that day, 
Nov. 6, 1934, the veterans will answer their 
representatives at the polls. What could be 
more fair? 

I hardly believe you can rightfully criti- 
cise me for wanting to tell our side of the 
story. I will admit that your paper is more 
fair to the working class of people than 
most big papers, so I’m going to ask you 
one more question: Why shouldn't the bonus 
be paid to the needy veterans now and be- 
fore the interest has eaten it up?

Bond Issue to Meet Extra Out- 
lay on Land, Sea and Air 
Forces Proposed. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 10.—A bond issue 
of three billion franes ($195,000,000) 
is sought by the French Govern- 
ment to make France invincible in 
the air and on land and water. 

Special emphasis was placed on 


the “necessity” of a strong air fleet 
in a bill introduced in Parliament 
yesterday seeking expenditures in 
addition to the regular budget. 

A flat refusal to disarm “while 
Germany is rearming” was contain- 
ed in the measure. This declara- 
tion was published by the Foreign 
Office and sent to Geneva, Berlin 
and London. 

“An air fleet of the first magni- 
tude and capable of getting into 
action instantaneously” was called 
for in the French defense program. 

The Government asked for au- 
thority to reorganize the air force, 
to strengthen the coast defense and 
to spend one-third of the appropria- 
tion sought on the army. 

(In L sndon yesterday the British 
Undersecretary for Air told Parlia- 
ment that Great Britain has con- 
cluded it must “have parity in the 
air”; the British defense forcss 
have asked for appropriations total- 
ing $577,651,880, for next year about 
$24,206,200 more than last year.) 

The bill said France was using 
1923 materials which were “now ob- 
solete.” - 

The navy asks for 595,000,000 
francs ($39,675,000) for various pur- 
poses, including 80,000,000'francs for 
coast defense and 150,000,000 francs 
for hydroplane bases.

A large audience attended and 
manifested its approval of every- 
thing—even the 4bstract patterns 
of Bach’s Brandenburg Concerto in 
G Major. 
Ossip Gabrilowitsch, well. known 
both as a piano virtuoso and 4 
conductor, played, with the collab- 
oration of the orchestra, the. B-Flat 
Major piano concerto by Johannes 
Brahms. His playing was open 
to the criticism of being a little 
too tender since he did not hesi- 
tate to slow up the action in order 
to give the more gracious pianistic 
passages an extra caress. But for 
those who regard the poetic side of 
Brahms as the all-important ele- 
ment of his musical nature, this 
was the correct procedure. In any 
case it was an effective perform- 
ance, full of an honest, unaffected 
sentiment. 
Mr. Golschmann adapted himself 
very skillfully to the style of the 
soloist and the orchestra respond- 
ed accordingly. In the andante the 
solo cellist played quite as impor- 
tant a part as the piano and Mr. 
Gabrilowitsch acknowledged the 
fact by calling upon Mr. Steindel 
to share the honors. 
As an encore Mr. Gabrilowitsch 
played a Chopin prelude. 
The high point of the afternoon 
for this reviewer was Mozart’s 
“Haffner” symphony which was 
faultless in its conception and as 
nearly faultless in execution as the 
resources’ of the orchestra would 
permit. Sweetness without sentimen- 
tality, elegance without effeminacy, 
joy without abandon and sadness 
without gloom—such are the main 
characteristics of this captivating 
music and such was the manner of 
its performance. 
It is often said that Mozart’s mu- 
sic is the most difficult of all great 
music to perform. The reason for 
this lies in its transparency. Every- 
thing is out in the open and a small 
technical error. may conceivably 
turn into a much greater artistic 
one. It is also difficult to steer a 
course between a rococo precios- 
ity and the whinlwind démonism 
that so many modern interpreters 


all these dangers was but one more 
indication of his insight into this 
great music. The vital pulse of the 
Haffner symphony as played yes- 
terday was irrestible to the senses 
and the clear articulation—partic- 
ularly in the rapid leggiero pas- 
sages—and the sensitive molding of 
the phrases were“just as gratifying 
to the intellect. The choice of tempi 
was also admirable. The contrast in 
tempo between the trio of the min- 
uet and the rest of the movement, 
thereby giving an added dignity 
and poignancy to the trio, was but 
one of the many examples of the 
fine judgment exhibited by the con- 
ductor during the whole symphony. 

A notation on the program said 
that the Haffner symphony was 
being played for the first time in 
St. Louis. This was a mistake, Two 
other conductors have played it 
here in the last seven years. But 
if it wasn’t the first performance 
in St. Louis it certainly was the 
best. 

Bach’s Brandenburg concerto No. 
3, which began the proceedings for 
the afternoon, was also given a 
very satisfactory performance. 


PROVISION FOR CUBAN CREDIT 


President Creates Export-Import 
Bank to Aid Island. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The 
administration’s pledge to aid 
Cuba’s economic recovery was put 
into action yesterday by President 
Roosevelt in creating an export-im- 
port bank to provide for the Cuban 
Government’s credit requirements. 
An executive order signed by the 
President authorized the establish- 
ment of a bank for Cuban trade, 
with $2,500,000 in preferred and 
$250,000 common shares. The Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
it was said, will acquire the bank’s 
capital stock. Through the ar 
rangement, Cuba will be extended 
credit sufficient to permit silver 
purchases for expanding the volume 
of currency in circulation in the 
island republic.

A new Smoke Regulation Divi- 
sion, headed by a commissioner, 
would be established in the Depart- 
ment -f Public Safety. The com- 
missioner would be an engineer ex- 
perienced in smoke abatement work 
and qualified to obtain support of 
scientific, educational and civic or- 
ganizations. He would have com- 
plete charge of abatement and of 
permits for plants and would insti- 
tute prosecutions for violation of 
the law. His salary would be $6000 
a year. 

There would be a deputy commis- 
sioner, of 10 years’ experience, at 
$4000 a year; 20 inspectors of five 
years’ experience at $1800 a year 
each, and three clerks. 

The Meyor would appoint an ad- 
visory .nd appeal board of five 
members, not salaried, not interest- 
ed in sale of combustion or smoke 
abatement devices, but workers for 
development of the city, expe-| 
rienced in use of fuel. The board 
would advise the commissioner on 
éngineering questions and hear ap- 
peals from rulings of the commis- 
sioner, 

Empowered to Seal Boilers. 


No one would be permitted to 
erect any new combustion device or 
rebuild an old one, regardless of 
ts location within the city, until 
the plans, showing provisions for 
controlling and limiting discharge 
of smoke, were approved by the 
Commissioner and a permit issued. 
Exception is made as to the plans 
for combustion plants of various 
heavy industries and for secret pro- 
cesses, but in such cases the appli- 
cant would have to show that the 
installation would comply with the 
ordinance. 

The Commissioner would see that 
installations were carried out in ac- 
cordance with plans. Issuance of 
permits would not exempt opera. 
tors of boilers and furnaces froin 
compliance with the ordinance limit- 
ing emission of smoke. Authority 
would be given the Commissioner 
end his inspectors to enter any 
building at a®reasonable hour, in 
performance of their duties. 

Authority also would be given the 
Commissioner and inspectors to in- 
spect “all steam plants, boilers and 
furnaces within the limits of the 
city, and to require that all steum 
plants, boilers and furnaces ashull 
be so constructed, or if already 
constructed, shall be altered, or 
have attached efficient smoke pre- 
ventatives.” On repetition of the 
emission of dense smoke, and after 
10 days’ notice in writing, the Com- 
missioner would be empowered to 
seal any boiler or other heating 
apparatus. In the case of locumo- 
tives, steamboats, steam rollers, 
derricks, pile drivers, tar kettles 
and similar apparatus smoking,

TAXPAYERS” BODY ASKS 
THROOP TO EXPLAN 


St. Clair County League Wants 
to Know Why He Changed 
Mind. 


The St. Cleir County Taxpayers’ 
League unanimously gdopted reso- 
lutions at a meeting last night in 
Belleville to abolish the county’s 
system of two tax assessing boards 
and appealed to Addison J. Throop 
to tell why he refused to testify 


for the State, 
Throop, former chairman of the 


Board of Tax Review, last April} 
confessed his part in a conspiracy 
to accept bribes for reducing cor- 
poration assessments, involved four 
other persons, and then refused to 
testify against them after they 
were indicted with him, causing the 
charges to be disn.issed. He was 
sentenced to five years in the peni- 
tentiary and fined $2000 on his plea 
of guilty. 

Designating the system of two 
assessing boards in addition to lo 
cal assessors as “antiquated,” the 
league’s resolution refers to 
Throop’s confession of graft as 
proof that “the boards have not 
performed their work satisfactor- 
ily.” , 

Former Congressman William N. 
Baltz of Millstadt, president of the 
League, in discussing the resolu- 
tions, said: “I have known Throop 
for years as an honest man. He 
confessed openly. We have a right 
to adopt these resolutions as tax- 
payers of the county. In one case 
alone, $5,000,000 in a corporation as- 
sessment was cut off and the rest 
of the taxpayers have to suffer and 
pay up the taxes the reduced as- 
sessment amounts to.” 

The resolution directed to Throop 
states that the “law-abiding citi- 
zens elected him to office, had faith 
in him as an official who in qualify- 
ing takes the oath of office to hon- 
estly and faithfully perform his 
duties.” 

Appealing to him to tell why he 
wanted to change his plea and re- 
fuse to testify, the resolution states: 
“The Taxpayers’ League and all the 
taxpayers of the county in the name 
of justice, honesty and decency, 
make a final plea to Mr. Throop's 
manhood, character and Christian 
spirit to reconsider his action and 
come forward and make a full and 
complete confession of the whole 
matter.” 

The League also voted to support 
action taken by the Board of Super- 
visors last Jan. 6, ordering & vote 
by the people next November on 
abolishing the Board of Review and 
the Board of Assessors.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., March 10.—Tuned up by nearly a 
week of preliminary workouts under a blazing Florida sun, Manager 
Hornsby and his squad of rookies and newcomers will have their 
first chance to do their stuff in a game tomorrow. 


Hornsby plans to divide his squad 
into two groups and put them 
through a short contest. Already 
he has seen something of the qual- 
ity of his new infielders and pitch- 
ers, but it requires actual game 
conditions to show what really is 
in them. 

Some Pitchers Ready. 

Yesterday’s workout, the fourth 
|since the team’s arrival here, indi- 
cated that several of the pitchers 
were about ready to do something 
more than throw. And the batters 
quickly found out about it. Young 
Jimmy Walkup, Jack Knott, Mc- 
Donald, Newsome 
showed loose arms and some 
“stuff.” Walkup and Newsome 
seemed the most advanced. 

Walkup was burning them across, 
using only a fast ball, however. 
The youngest. pitcher on the squad 
had the team’s heavy artillery fan- 
ning at fast ones and hoisting up 
easy outs at_other times. Some 
of the players had difficulty in 
bunting his shoots. 

The fine condition of the men is 
making training a pleasure for Man- 
ager Hornsby. No casualties have 
been reported thus far, at least 
none more severe than blistered 
“dogs” or sunburn. The men have 
all been out for work daily and the 
youngsters are rarin’ to get a 
chance under combat conditions, 

The two-meals-a-day rule has 
caused no growling and for once no 
voice has been lifted against the 
food—usually a ground of com- 
plaint by most spring training ap- 
petities. 

The fact is Hornsby has set an 
example that leaves his men no 
opening. He eats but one meal a 
day and that in the evening. 

“T’ve quit eating breakfast. I 
started that in St. Louis,” said the 
husky manager. “When I began 
to get myself in shape, this winter, 
my health doctor told me a new 
one. He made me take a glass of 
orange juice and a glass of milk, 
and drink them together each 
morning. It satisfies my appetite. 
I do not feel hungry until dinner 
time, nor do I feel weak after a 
workout. 

“Before I started this plan I 
tried to do gym work in the morn- 
ing, after eating a breakfast. It 
made me sick and weak. Orange 
and milk stopped that.” 

Convinces Hartley. 

Hornsby argues this apparently 
unorthodox diet so forcefully that 
he already has won over Coach 
Grover Hartley to the idea. It keeps 
down the weight and keeps up the 
pep, he says. 

It may be all right but it sounds 
about as attractive as ice cream 
with catsup. 

Old Sol and two meals a day are 
peeling layers off the squad. With 
an eye to following the physical ef- 
fect of training on his men, Hornsby 
has a weight card posted in the 
clubhouse. Each player must weigh 
himself daily and enter his tonnage 
on the card. 

Some of the men already have 

come down to within a pound or 
two of playing weight. The heaviest 
man on the squad of course is 
Jumbo Jim Weaver with 237 to his 
credit, yesterday. Weaver figures 
he’s only seven pounds overweight 
now. 
Hornsby, whose best fighting 
weight is given as 180, is still 11 
pounds above the scale but he is 
coming down slowly. 

Hadley carries more overweight 
than any member of the squad, he 
scaling 213 pounds yesterday. His 
goal is 190. Paul Andrews scaled 
218 and the book says he works 
best at around 190. 

Only seven men on the squad are 
over the 200 mark, despite the large 
number of six footers. They are 
Hadley, Weaver, McDonald, Knott, 
Andrews, Baecht and Puccinelii. 

Only one or two of this number 
really seems to be overweight. The 
record shows that nearly all the 
other men are close to their normal 
poundage. 

Part of Manager Hornsby’s val- 
uable praetice time was taken up 
by a movie and talkie news-reel 
unit, which recorded the squad go- 
ing through all sorts of maneuvers. 
One of the pictures snapped was 
of Hornsby talking to Buck New- 
some. 

“Buck, what do you think you'll 
do when you get up against such 
famous American league hitters as 
Jimmy Foxx, Lou Gehrig and Al 
Simmons this season?” Hornsby 
asked,

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Napoleon After Defeat. 
His Books and Thoughts, 
Adversity Was Wanting. 


By ARTHUR 
(Copyright, 1934.) 


ORD ROSEBERY, who. wrote 
‘Napoleon, the Last Phase,” and 
was prime minister of England 
when he wrote the book, must have 
been interested ‘in Napoleon’s say- 
ing: “I have been reading three 
volumes of India. What rascals 
the English are! If I had been 
able to get to India from Egypt 

with the nucleus of any army, I 
would have driven them from 
India. The East only wants a man. 
The master of Egypt is the master 
of India. But now we shail see 
what will come to them from Rus- 
sia. The Russians already in Per- 
sia, have not far to go to reach 
India.” 

Later he says: “Russia is the 
power that marches most surely, 
and with the greatest strides, 
towards universal dominion...for 
now there is no France, and there- 
fore, no equilibrium.” 

France has returned to power, 
she is not the shaken nation that 
Napoleon left her after the severe 
bleeding that he had given to the 
French. But Russia is still “the 
power that marches the most surely, 
and with the greatest strides.” The 
Russia of today, with the last of 
the Czars murdered, in his grave, 
and a man of the people ruling, 
with no throne and no crown, 
would interest Napoleon, who knew 
the value of outward appearances 
for impressing the ignorant, but 
despised them. 

His happiest moment was “after 
my victories in Italy; what -en- 
thusiasm, what cries of ‘long live 
the Liberator of Italy.’ And all at 
twenty-five. At that time I saw 
what I might become. I already 
saw the world beneath me, as if I 
were being carried through the 
air.” 

At another time Napoleon said he 
should have remained in Egypt. He 
liked the desert, his own name 
meaning “lion of the desert.” 
Among his innumerable plans and 
dreams were definite plans for a 
career in the East. “Arabia awaits 
aman. With the French in re- 
serve, and the Arabs as auxiliaries, 
I should have seized Judea; I 
should have been master of the 
East. 

“Had I taken Acre, I should have 
gone to India. I should have as- 
sumed the Turban at Aleppo, and 
have headed an army of 200,000 
men. Had I been able to make al- 
lies of the Mamelukes, I should 
have been master of the East.” 


To this he added: “Egypt once 
in possession of the French, fare- 
well India to the British. It was 
one of the grand projects I aimed 
at.” Stalin may have the same aim 
before he finishes his career, con- 
ducted quietly, and his ambitions, 
that probably no one suspects. 

To know such a man as Napoleon 
in his day of bitter defeat, is to 
learn @ good deal about human na- 
ture. 

Napoleon was interested in books, 
the thoughts and writings of other 
men. “We read of his tearing along 
to join his armies, his coach full 
of books and pamphiets, which 
would be flung out of the window 
when he had run through them. 
When he traveled with Josephine, 
all the newest books were put into 
—* carriage for her to read to 
iim.” 


Some that found themselves flat 
after 1929 will appreciate Napoleon's 
saying: “Adversity was wanting to 
my career.” A little -failure in the 
beginning might have prevented 
Rigantic failure at the end. 

At St. Helena he enjoyed looking 
over his career and once referring 
to one of the official year books of 
his reign, he said: “It was a fine 
empire. I ruled 83,000,000 of human 
beings—more than half the popula- 
tion of Europe.” 

Napoleon always wanted books 
with him, and even planned a port- 
able library of 3000 volumes, aban- 
doning the idea when he found it 
would take a million dollars and 
six years to prepare the library. It 
: would be interesting to know what 

000 books would have been chosen. 
Re always had books with him. 

“Even to Waterloo he was ac- 
companied by a traveling library 
of 800 volumes in six cases—the 
Bible, Homer, Ossian, Bossuet, and 
all the 70 volumes of Voltaire.” 

He probably had heard the say-

The two ships which are pictured 
on this stamp set sail in November, 
1633, from Cowes, Isle of Wight, 
England, carrying 200 colonists un- 
der the leadership of Leonard Cal- 
vert. They landed on St. Clement’s 
Island in the Potomac River. This 
is now known as Blackstone Island. 
In a short while the colonists made 
their way to the mainland and it 
was at St. Mary’s City where they 
made their first permanent home. 

The Mothers’ day stamp will 
probably be placed on sale May 2. 
The twentieth anniversary of the 
first Mothers’ day will be May 12, 
proclaimed by President Woodrow 
Wilson in 1914. 

The Maryland Tercentenary, 
Mothers’ day and presidential se- 
ries have proved to be so much 
work for the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing that they have crowd- 
ed out of the picture the pressure 
for a national parks series of 
stamps. This series was proposed 
by Secretary Ickes, himself a stamp 
co'lector.
